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West Ministers 
Stream Into Paris 


For Conference 


PARIS (AP)—Western Foreign Ministers began 
streaming into Paris Thursday to set the stage for 
next week’s top-level North Atlantic Wreaty Organiza- 


tion (NATO) conference. 

The curtain-raising act on the 
crowded diplomatic bill is a two. 
day ssesion of Foreign Ministers 
of the Council of Europe which 


convenes Friday (at 6 p.m. JST) 
in the Chateau de la Muette. 


Norway's Foreign Minister 
Halvard Lange, who is to pre- 
side at the Council of Europe 
meetings, led the invasion of 
Western officials Wednesday 
when he arrived from Oslo to 
confer with members of the 
Council of Europe secretariat in 
advance of. Friday’s sessions, 


Others scheduled to arrive 
Thursday include  Beigium’s 
Victor Larock, Holland’s Joseph 
Luns, and Luxemburg’s Joseph 
Beck. : 

British Foreign Secretary 
Selwyn Lloyd arrives here late 
Thursday and U.S. Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles comes 
Friday. 

Together with French Foreign 
Minister Christian Pineau, West 
German Foreign Minister Hein- 
rich von Brentano and other al- 
Hiance diplomatic chiefs, they 
will hold exploratory talks. pre- 
liminary to next week’s top-le- 
vel conference. 


- Denmark’s Hans Hansen and 
other European ministers were 
expected to reach Paris Friday 
morning before the sessions 
open, 

The 15 ministers are due to 
discuss a merger of the council 
with the Organization of Euro 
pean Economic Cooperation 
(OEEC) as recently recommenda- 
ed by an unofficial meeting of 
Furopean leaders here. 


Membership of the two organ- 
izations, while not identical, is 
roughly the same and they deal 
with much the same aspects of 
European cogperation, 


The ministers will also ex- 
amine prospects of dovetailing 
the council with other Euro- 
pean institutions such as the 
Steel-Coal Pool, Euratom and 
the new European Common 
Market. 

In addition, they are to sign 
a convention on extradition and 
another agreement to dispense 
with passports in intra-Euro- 
pean travel. 


The signature part of the 
ministers’ meeting will be open 
to the public but the remainder 
of the two-day session is closed, 
a usual practice for this organ- 
ization. 


Seven of the ministers repre- 
senting member-states of the 
Western European Union 
{WEU) will go into the pro- 
gram’s second act Saturday and 


Sunday as another prelude to 
the NATO “summit” conference. | 


With Nat'l 
Security Unit 

WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)— 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
held a final strategy meeting 
Thursday with the National Se- 
curity Council before he heads 
for the crucial North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (NATO) 
summit conference. 

The President, given an “ex- 
cellent” bill of health by his 
doctors following his Nov, 25 
slight stroke, wiil fly to Paris 
late Friday (Saturday JST). 

Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles planned to depart for the 
French capital shortly after the 
(11 p.m, JST) Security Council 
session. He will engage in some 
spadework to the NATO talks 
which start Monday. 

To rejuvenate NATO, Eisen- 
hower and Dulles will carry a 
batch of ideas aimed at shoring 
up European defenses with mis- 
sileage weapons, increasing 
Western scientific teamwork 
and stepping up political coordi- 
nation among the Atlantic Pact 
allies. 


Stevenson Reports, Quits 

WASHINGTON (AP)—Adilai 
E. Stevenson personally deliver- 
ed his final report to Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles 
Wednesday, formally ending 25 
days as Democratic Party con- 
sultant to the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration on Atlantic Pact 
problems. They conferred for 
about 1% hours in Dulles’ of- 
fice, 


50-Nation on Link Plan 

WASHINGTON (INS)—Presi- 
dent Eisenhower will present 
NATO nations next week With 
a new U.S. plan for establishing 
closer collective defense ties 
among ail Free World regional 
alliances, 

The 50 nations comprising the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion (NATO), the Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization (SEATO), 
the Baghdad Pact and the Or- 
ganization of American States 
(OAS) would be closely linked 
under the plan, although there 
would be no “super alliance” as 
such. 

A high Administration official 
said the plan would make possi- 
ble much speedier coordination 
in common defense should Rus- 
sia ever attack the Free World, 
and at the same time would 
maintain the independence and 
special commitments of the re- 
gional pacts.

NATO Body 
‘Irons Out’ 
Differences 


On Program 


PARIS (AP)—The NATO 
Council met in windup session 
Thursday to complete arrange- 
ments for their chiefs of gov- 
ernment summit conference 
opening Monday, 

A delegate said they were 
“just ironing out” -the last 
phases of an agreed program, 
Earlier differences of opinion 
apparently had been adjusted 
but there was no specific infor- 
mation on these. 

Simultaneously, the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization’s 
top military planners held a sep- 


arate secret session to hammer}. 


out a new program to defend 
the West from any Soviet ag- 
gression. . 

The military sessions Thurs- 
day were not NATO-wide, but 
private talks among small 
groups of top strategists at 
various points in Paris. 


They will hold a joint session 
with the permanent council 
Friday, but have canceled a 
press conference scheduled later 
Thursday. 

NATO spokesman said the 
military felt it would be prefer- 
able to leave any public state- 
ment to the government chiefs. 


The United States will make 
its formal offer of intermediate 
range ballistic missiles (IRBM) 
in the summit conference Mon- 
day, 

Some NATO nations are reluc- 
tant to accept the missiles. ‘The 
obvious reason is a fear they 
will invite Soviet retaliation. 
And the Moscow propaganda 
machine is playing on these 
fears now. 


U.S. military sources said 
only two nations so far have 
announced acceptance of a year- 
oid offer by the United States to 
supply NATO nations with 
short-range missiles capable of 
carrying atomic warheads, 

In the past few days, Turkey 
and Belgium have formally an- 
nounced acceptance of the U.S. 


offer. 


For some time, however, 
Italy, West Germany, Norway 
and Denmark have had missile 
crews under training at Fort 
Sill, Okla., so their coming ac- 
ceptance is a fair bet, U.S. 
sources said, 


Denmark and Norway, on the 
northernmost flank of the alli- 
ance defense area, have made it 
clear they will not accept any 
offer of nuclear warheads for 
the missiles. They are also re- 
ported to be opposed to taking 
any IRBMs. 


Agreement is near between 
London and Washington to set 
up four IRBM leavsching bases 
in Britain. 


France, which lies at the 
heart of the alliance’s defense 
system, is still debating whether 
to take either the short-range 
or intermeciate-range missiles. 


Communique Due 
On War Felons 


The U.S. and Japanese 
Governments are expected 
to issue a joint communique 
today concerning measures 
to expedite the release of 
U.S.convicted Japanese war 
criminals serving their 
terms in Sugamo Prison, 
Foreign Office sources said 
yesterday. 

The Japanese Government 
is expected to nominate a 
three-man committee to 
check the individual cases 
and determine whether 
they are eligible for release. 


Soviet Keeps 
On Squeezing 
West Allies 


PARIS (Kyodo-UP)—Soviet 
Premier Nikolai Bulganin began 
a diplomatic squeeze against the 
small NATO partners Thursday 
in hopes of frightening them 
out of agreeing to let the United 
States station 1,500-mile range 
ballistic missiles on their soil. 

He sent Ambassador Victor I. 
Vavilov to Belgium's Premier 
Achille van Acker Thursday 
with a letter paralleling earlier 
personal messages to the big 
three and West Germany. Dip- 
lomats said similar missives 
were expected to the other small 
NATO nations. 

Brussels dispatches said the 
message to Van Acker contain- 
ed the same warnings sent to 
the other Western premiers. 


East-West Pacts 

MOSCOW (INS)—AIll morn- 
ing newspapers in Moscow 
Thursday carried the full text 
of the letter sent by Soviet Pre- 
mier Nikolai Bulganin to Pres- 
ident Eisenhower. 

In the lengthy message, Bul- 
ganin called for a new East-West 
summit conference and the con- 
clusion of friendship and non- 
aggression pacts between East 
and West. 


France Is Warned 

PARIS (AP)—French Govern- 
ment sources said Thursday So- 
viet Premier Nikolai A. Bul- 
ganin has ‘warned . France 
against joining in the Anglo-* 
Saxon “policy of -force.” 

The warning was contained 
in a 19-page letter from Bul- 
ganin to French Premier Felix 
Gaillard. » 

The text of Bulganin’s letter 
Was not disclosed. But Govern- 
ment sources said in summariz- 
ing it that it was an attempt to 
split France from her allies on 
the eve of the NATO summit 
meeting. - 


Nehru Grateful 

NEW DELHI (Kyodo-Reuter) 
-—Prime Minister Jawaharlal 
Nehru said Thursday he was 
grateful to Marshal Nikolai 
Bulganin for suggesting that 
atomic tests should be suspend- 
ed.

Confusion Strikes

AMSTERDAM (AP)— 
Amsterdam business cir- 
cles were thrown into con- 
fusion Thursday afternoon 
on unattributed reports 
President Achmed Sukarno 
had been ousted in Indo- 


nesia. 


Rumors swept the Amsterdam 
Stock Exchange that the ‘sland 
of Sumatra had declared itself 
independent and that fights were 
raging in Jakarta streets. 

The rumors said that a trium- 
virate headed by Former Vice 
President Mohammed Hatta had 
taken over the- Government. 

Other members of the trium- 
virate, according to the rumors, 
are the chief of the joint chiefs 
of staff, Gen. Nasution and Pre- 
mier Djuanda. 

Amsterdam newspapers and 
agencies were flooded with calls 
seeking confirmation of the re. 
ports, 

There was no official word on 
the immediate situation in ja- 
Karta. 

Hatta and Sukarno have long 
been at loggerheads but inform- 
ed sources in Indonesia have re- 
cently predicted that differences 
were nearly patched up. 

Ever since the partrership 
broke up last December on how 
the nation should be run, the 
country’s leaders have been try- 
ing to settle differences between 
the two old revolutionary war 


comrades,

sources close to the President, 

Although next February is 
mentioned as the most probable 
time of his departure for Japan, 
these sources said, it may be 
postponed until spring, the best 
season in Japan. 

Four high officials of the 
Indonesian army and_ police 
authorities are scheduled to 
leave by air for Japan next 
Tuesday, to lay the groundwork 
for Sukarno’s visit, the sources 
revealed. 

They will arrive in Japan 
Wednesday and stay for about 
three weeks. 


U.S., China Talks 
At Geneva End 


GENEVA (AP)—The talks be- 
tween American and Red Chi- 
nese ambassadors were  inde- 
finitely adjourned Thursday. 


American Ambassador U. Ale- 
xis Johnson and Red Chinese 
Ambassador Wang  Ping-nan 
held their 73rd meeting and— 
for the first time since the talks 
began more than two years ago 
—adjourned without setting a 
date for their next meeting. 

Johnson, U.S. Ambassador to 
Czechoslovakia, and Wang, Chi- 
nese Ambassador to Poland, met 
for about two hours in the Uni- 
ted Nations building here—as 
they have done approximately 
once a month since Aug. 1, 1955.

Referring to the US. recom- 
mendation that a solution be 
sought by means of “quiet dip- 
lomacy,” the Greek delegate 
said that during an entire gen- 
eration this approach had 
achieved nothing. 

The patience of Cypriots is 
“exhausted,” he declared, add- 
ing: , 

“That is the reason why they 
have been driven to violence.” 

Turkey, another NATO ally, 
placed full blame on Greece for 
the present strife on the island. 
Ambassador Selim Sarper de- 
nounced what he said was an 
attempt by the Greek Cypriot 
majority to rule the Turkish 
minority, 

Sarper declared: “The hideous 
acts of the Greek terrorists 


have made the situation more 


| dangerous.” 


In another development, the 
interior secretary of Britain's 
Cyprus Government, K. J. Neale, 
told a U.N. news conference the 
Eoka underground organization 
has utilized the 10-month Cy- 
prian ceasefire to rebuild its 
ranks. He described the cur- 
rent situation on the island as 
“very unhappy” and accused 
Greece of “supplying and sus- 
taining the terrorists.” 


Syrian and Soviet satellite 
speakers solidly backed Greece. 


German Quiroga Galdo of Bo- 
livia said the time had come 
for the U.N. to recommend 
negotiations with a view to giv- 
ing the Cypriot people the right 
to determine their own future 
by way of a plebescite under 
U.N. auspices. 


This plebescite should provide 
the Cypriots the option of say- 
ing whether they desired union 
with Greece, union with Tur- 
key, continuation of British ad- 
ministration or independence, 
he declared. 


Tunisia Confirms 
Arms From Egypt 


TUNIS (AP)—President Ha- 
bib Bourguiba of Tunisia Thurs- 
day confirmed the arrival of a 
shipment of Egyptian arms to 
equip his national army. 


“The arms. have arrived,” he 
isaid in a broadeast recorded for 
delivery Thursday night. 


Bourguiba said the shipment 
consisted of “2,000 rifles and 
mortars.” 


“It’s a respectable offer, one 
from an Arab to his Arab broth- 
er,” Bourguiba commented. 


The announcement of a téken 
arms shipment to Tunisia by 
Egypt last month prompted the 
United States and Britain to de- 
liver arms to the former French 
protectorate too, despite French 
protests. The American and 
British arms arrived almost one 
month ago. 


Bourguiba stressed his coun- 
try’s firm intention to stay with- 
in the Western camp when he 
added: “No strength in the

But some of the Korean de- 
tainees have expressed desire 
to go “home” to Communist 
North Korea, which the Seoul 
Government has been opposing. 
The source: said Seoul’s stand 
on this matter has been so 
strong as to threaten to prevent 
“at bayonet point” any entry 
into North Korea of Korean na- 
tionals now held in Japan. 


The source added that no 
agreement whatsoever has been 
reached on this point during the 
many months of detainee nego- 
tiations between Japan and the 
Republic of Korea, 


Decision Soon: Seoul 

SEOUL (AP)—A _ Foreign 
Ministry spokesman said the

MANILA (AP) — President 
Carlos P. Garcia has lifted an 
eight-month-old ban on tempor- 
ary Chinese visitors to the 
Philippines, it was announced 
Thursday. 


Foreign Secretary Felixberto 


Serrano said the new order con-|

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Uemura Sees 
Kishi; Will 
Talk to Diem 


Kogoro Uemura, special Japa- 
nese reparations envoy to South 
Vietnam, visited Prime Minister 
Nobusuke Kishi at Hakone and 
conferred on how to proceed 
with the forthcoming repara- 
tions talks. with Saigon. 

Uemura also heard Kishi ex- 
plain in detail his negotiations 
with Vietnamese President Ngo 
Dinh Diem during the Prime 
Minister’s recent visit to Saigon. 

Kishi asked Uemura to make 
his best efforts for an early set- 
tlement of the Vietnamese re- 
parations and entrusted to the 
envoy his letter to the Presi- 
dent. 

After the meeting, Uemura 
said he hoped to return to Ja- 
pan by Christmas after initial- 
ing a reparations agreement. 

He said the talks had already 
progressed to such an extent 
that he might manage to lead 
them to a successful conclu- 
sion by talking frankly with the 
Vietnamese President. 

Uemura will deal exclusively 
with Diem in his reparations 
talks in Saigon. 

This was confirmed yesterday 
after Uemura came out of a con- 
ference with Cabinet Secretary 
Kiichi Aichi. 

Uemura is scheduled to fly to 
Saigon tomorrow via Air France 
at 9:45 a.m. on his second and 
possibly last mission to settle 
the Japan-South Vietnam re- 
parations issue. 

Seishiro Ogawa, charge d’af- 
faires in Saigon, and Shoji Ma- 
tsumoto, Foreign Office official, 
will accompeny Uemura on the 
same plane. 

In the conference with Aichi, 
it was agreed Uemura would 
deal with President Diern be- 
cause he will be acting in the 
capacity of full-powered repara- 
tions envoy as well as the per- 
sonal envoy of Kishi, 

Aichi told reporters after the 
conference that the reparations 
issue “was “turning favorable” 
for Japan since Laos and Cam- 
bodia had abandoned all claims 
against Japan and the repara- 
tions question with Indonesia 
had already reached basic set- 
tlement. 

‘ Uemura was expected to con- 
duct his talks “partly from a 
political standpoint” since 
South Vietnam was considered 
a bulwark against Communist 
North Vietnam.

Tokyo Owner Beaming

The Japanese owner of the 
mystery pigeon that flew 10,000 
miles from Japan to New 
Jersey in four and a half years, 
was the proudest man in Japan 
yesterday. 

“Atta boy! [ am so proud of 
it,” beamed Masao Otsuka, 33, 
a high school gymnastics 
teacher. 

Otsuka, who owns 70 pigeons 
in three coops in his home in 
Tokyo, said he was quite a sad 
man when the bird disappeared 
after it was released at Omina- 
to, Aomori, for a 400-mile race 
to Tokyo May 5, 1953. . Reports 
from the U.S. said the flight 
took three and a half years. 

“I was quite sorry and re- 
gretted my decision to let it 
take part in the race,” Otsuka 
said, “because the bird was 
only a six months old fledgling 
with no previous race experi- 
ence.” 

The . Ominato-Tokyo — pigeon 
race in 1953 ended in disaster 
because of very bad weather. 
Of the’ 206 emtrants, only 28 
reached their goal, Tokyo.

U.N. Delays Action 
On Int’l Duty Code 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
—The U.N. General Assembly 
Wednesday postponed an at- 
tempt to draw up a code of in- 
ternational duty based on the 
principles of the Nuremberg and 


Tokyo war crimes trials. 


The vote was 74 to 1 with 3 
abstentions. The decision de- 
ferred the attempt until the As- 
sembly takes up again the prob- 
lem of defining aggression. 

The Assembly recently decid- 
ed to postpone debate on a de- 
finition of aggression at least 
until 1959, 

A judge of the Nuremberg 
trials, which tried the Axis war 
criminals of World War II, Prof. 
B. V. A. Roling of the Nether- 
lands, declared the Assembly's 
action “betrayed” the expecta- 
tion of the trial judges that the 
new principles would be applied 
to international law. 

These principles, he said, “es- 
tablished the international. duty 
of every citizen to disobey. his 
government if his government 
ordered him to commit an inter- 
national crime. Qn the basis of 
that principie individuals were

N.Y. Strike Turmoil 
Begins to Subside 


NEW YORK (AP)—The 
tremendous turmoil that grip- 
ped New York City in its three- 
day subway strike began to sub- 
side somewhat Wednesday. 
Traffic moved better, business 
absenteeism dropped and sub- 
way congestion eased. 


The 228-mile subway system, 
using some replacement train 
motormen, operated at appro- 
ximately 50° per cent normal 
capacity, although 10 lines re- 
mained competely out of serv- 
ice. 

The great, frenzied push and 
excitement of the first two 
strike days seemed to be abat- 
ing. 

Although more trains operat- 
ed, schedules on some lines 
deteriorated further, with some 
trains as much as 2% hours 
behind time. ' 

The Transit Authority releas- 
ed figures showing that it car- 
ried nearly 2,000,000 ~ less 
fares Tuesday than the normal 
4,500,000 per day.

ing its struggle. 


But as the Ehime dispute was

May Affect Tests 


A 5 per cent drop in pressure 
inside Japan’s No. 1 reactor at 


Tokai-mura, Ibaraki Prefecture 


may seriously affect future nu- 
clear tests, Atomic Research In- 
stitute sources indicated yester- 
day. 

Researchers at the institute, 
however, expressed doubt that 
the loss of pressure at the core 
of the reactor was serious, They 
opposed the idea that it was 
caused by a defect of the water- 
boiler type reactor. 


Informants revealed that a- 
serious loss of pressure was ob- 


served on Sept. 13 when the 
power of the reactor was raised 
to 43 kilowatts. 


A similar phenomenon occur- 
red in the latter part of Novem- 


ber when the reactor was put. 


into full operation at 50 kilo- 
watts. 

Investigations have shown 
that the pressure at the center 
of the reactor dropped by some 


5 per cent whenever the pow-. 


er was raised to more than 40 
kilowatts. 


Probable causes for the loss 
of pressure were (1) oxidization 
of part of the uranium fuel and 


(2) loss of the amount of oxy-.- 


gen following possible fusion of 
the stainless steel part guarding 
the core of the reactor in sul- 
phuric acid, they said.

IOC Head’s Edict 


LONDON (Kyodo-UP)—The Communists joined 
Wednesday in the protests over a recent statement 
by International Olympic Committee Chairman Avery 
Brundage reaffirming stringent amateur laws for Olym- 


pic athletes. 

Brundage’s ideas on amateur- 
ism are “lagging behind real 
life,” the Czech Communist 
Party paper Rude Pravo, 
quoted in a Czech news agency 
report here, said. 

“Tf Brundage’s six-point 
edict (on the behavior of 
amateurs) were applied, not 
one country in the world could 
send its best athletes to the 
Olympic Games. They would 
deteriorate into a wholly un- 
important affair of some very 
rich people.” 

Rude Pravo advised Brund- 
age to look at his own country 
where amateur athletes, it 
claimed, were subsidized by uni- 
versities, and taken on long, 
all-expense-paid overseas tours 
every year. 

“The Brundage declaration,” 
Rude Pravo said, “will end in 
fiasco.” 

The Communist protest was 
worded mildly, compared to 
what Western European papers 
have been saying. 

Peter Wlison, sports column- 
ist of the mass-circulation Lon- 
don Daily Mirror, recently wrote 
that Brundage’s six rules were 
“complete nonsense ... poppy-

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-¥1,000 LPs Hailed as Gifts

Christmas records are now 
seliing like hot cakes among the 
many attractive giits displayed 
ir. department stores and 
specialty shops all over Japan. 

With apologies to Pat Boone, 
Elvis Presiey and Bing Crosby, 
however, the most permanen: 
gifts in the way of records are 
the socalled ¥1,000 LPs of 
classical music. 

These are 10-inch unbreak- 
able microgroove discs that for 
¥1,000- each offer around 20 
miunutes of the finest music ever 
recoérded ‘in the classical field. 
They are brothers to the much 
more expensive 12” LPs and 
were invented in May 1953 by 
the British Decca Record Co., of 
London, England. 

The smaller discs were named 
Medium Play because they did 
not play for as long a time as 
Long Play records. But with 
the phenomenal advances made 
in miecregroove cutting during 
the “past few years, both MPs 
and LPs can accommodate 
much more music. 

Cherished Possession 

In thé case of the London, 

Mercury and Telefunken MP 
séries and the Columbia “Dia- 
mond” séries, issued from last 
June, it is obvious from tne 
jackets of the records them- 
selves that any selection made 
would’ become a cherished 
possession for many many hours 
to. come. 
. These ¥1,000 LPs offer the 
finest and best known works of 
the world’s great masters, play- 
ead by the world’s leading 
artists, Even a small collection 
of these high-fidelity discs can 
form a basic library of recorded 
music for every home. 

From* Bach to Weber, the 
artists presented in these 
¥1,000 LP series, regardless of 
which label, offer some of the 
finest performances ever made 
to date.in the entire recording 
field. 

.This unique combination of 
composers and performers in 
the MP and Diamond series at 
such a reasonable price prempt- 
ed.this listener to compile a 
complete catalog for the readers 
of The Japan Times. Many 
music lovers in this land have 
not been able to afford the 
reguiar LP releases although 
they possess 3-speed record 
pjayers or phonographs.

Enjoyable Holiday Listening 

With this in mind, 10 of the 
world’s best loved symphonies, 
and five ever-popular concertos 
for piano or violin already 
present a problem of selection 
as an ideal Christmas gift to 
a music-loving friend or rela 
tive. Also among the 71,000 
LPs are two really fine albums 
of Christmas carols. It’s a pity 
that Handel's Messiah is not 
available in the series, but 
Tchaikovsky's Nutcracker Suite 
provides the most enjoyable 
holiday listening, for instance. 

As predicted in The Japan 
Times, record sales in this 
country have reached a post- 
war high this Christmas shop- 
ping season. With the tocal 
record stores so busy, there 
may not be enough time for 
shoppers to listen carefully to 
the selections they want to buy. 
This writer has tried to do the 
listening in advance, so all 
highly ' recommended — records 
are marked with an asterisk (*) 
in the list.

Europe Free 


LONDON (AP)—An indepen- 
dent study group of economists 
recommended strongly Tuesday 
that Britain take all possible 
steps to join in the European 
free trade area plan. 

It said the choice might deter- 
-mine whether the nation was to 
share with the Continent in a 
growing prosperity or face alone 
the prospects of economic and 
political decline. 

This. was the finding of the 
Economist Intelligence Unit 
Ltd., which was commissioned 
by the British and Europe Fund 
to study the significance for Brit- 
ain of the growing trend toward 
economic consolidation in Eu- 
rope, 

The results of the 10-month 
study, which was hacked by 


dustrialists and economists, 
were published in a 299-page 
book entitled “Britain and 
Europe.” 

The group devoted by far the 
greatest share of its attention 
to a detailed study of what the 
effects of the free trade area 
would be on all major fields of 
British industry. | 


It also, however, made a 
cursory investigation of the 
field of agriculture, in which 


Britain might have to make 
concessions before she would 
be accepted by Europe as a full 
economic partner, 

Its conclusions were that in- 
dustry would gain appreciably 
in the plan while British agri- 
culture—even if © concessions 
were involved—would have 
nothing to lose.

The eighth Ail-China Federa- 
tion of Trade Unions Congress 
ended in Peiping yesterday with 
orders to China’s workers to 
catch up with or overtake Brit- 
ain in industrial output within 
the next 15 years. 

New China News Agency said 
the congress’ executive chair- 
man, Chu Hsueh-fan told the 
final session of the li-day meet 
“this is a congress of unity.” 

“At the same time,” he said, 
“it is a congress for mobilizing 
the industrial workers and office 
emploves of the whole country 
to stimulate an upsurge in pro- 
duction...” 

The congress, he said, “had 
endorsed the call of the Central 
Committee of the Chinese Com- 
munist Party for China to catch 
up with or surpass Britain in 
the output of steel and other in- 
dustrial products within 15 
years time.” 

The order to overtake Britain 
in industrial production was 
also contained in a message 
adopted by the congress in its 
closing session to the Commu- 
nist World Federation of Trade 
Unions, NCNA said. 

To meet -or pass British in- 
dustrial output, it called on 
workers to take “practical ac- 
tions and to strive diligently 
together with all other people 
in the country in the struggle

Cevylon’s tea production for 
the first nine months this year 
Was some 306,250,000 pounds. 
A eonservative estimate made 
from avajlable data placed the 
production figure for the re 
maining quarter of this vear at 
Close to 95,000,000 pounds. 

This would give Ceylon an 
estimated 401,000,000 pounds of 
tea this year compared with 
last year’s total production of 
875,577,000 pounds, 

Tea exports for the first eight 
months this year were listed as 
261,511,200 pounds and brought 
the island country badly need- 
ed foreign exchange. 

With tea production up, Cey- 
lon has been looking for new 
outlets for this foreign currency 
earner and for the first time 
added the Soviet Union to its 
list of tea customers. 

The Russian purchase, 
through a British firm in Colom. 
bo, marked the first time the 
Soviet Union had come to Cey- 
lon for its tea. 

The British firm, A. F. Jones 
and Co., Ltd., said the Russians 
were interested in substantial 
quantities of high and medium 
sorts and were prepared to pay 
good prices for fine teas. 

The Russians are reported. so 
far to have purchased about 
800,000 pounds at the Colombo 
auctions, 

A tea trade spokesman said 
the Russian entry into the Col- 
ombo tea atctions was very 
gratifying and added that if the

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NATO and Moscow 


... President Eisenhower's doctors have approved his jour- 
ney to Paris for the NATO summit conference next week, 
and this is eminently satisfactory not only because it is 
good to know that his health has so. far improved but for 
the reason that his presence in Paris should help to ease 
any tensions that may remain within the organization. 

_. Mr. Eisenhower is expected to participate fully in the 
various itunctions and the hope must be expressed that 
his health will suffer no setback in consequence. His very 
presence will give the conference a prestige and dignity 
which might otherwise be diminished. 


It is apparent that French irritation over the Tunisian 
arms deai has been augmented by reports that Britain and 
the United States had agreed to set up nuclear bases on 
British soil which the French regard as a pushing aside 
of. France in the matter of nuclear weapons and as demon: 
strating once again that the two English-speaking nations 
were trying to “boss” the NATO alliance. 

~ This rift in NATO is of a kind that should be amicably 
threshed out at the summit conference and a practical 
agreement reached because its continuance might be dis- 
astrous as it could only mean that France would look with 
jaundiced eyes at every Anglo-American proposal. 

~- With this situation as a background, Soviet Russia has 
made another strategic move. President Eisenhower re- 
ceived a letter last Tuesday night from Soviet Premier 
Bulganin proposing a new series of high-level] East-West 


talks on key world issues, 


In delivering the letter to the State Department, Mr, 
Zaroubin, the Soviet Ambassador, declined to say more 
than that it was “important” and concerned NATO and 
disarmament. Washington officials declared it contained 
“absolutely nothing new” and supposed it was a propa- 
ganda play seeking to torpedo the forthcoming NATO con- 
ference. In any case, President Eisenhower is expected 
to_reject Marshal Bulganin’s proposal for new talks on the 
ground that there is no evidence that such a conference 
-weuld contribute anything to easing world tensions, 

According to Moscow Radio’s summary of the Bul- 
ganin letter it was stated therein that “realization of plans 


‘for basing nuclear weapons 


in West European countries 


cannot make for strengthening of the U.S. military posi- 
tion; it only increases the danger of war breaking out.” 


Is this to be considered merely an opinion or is it a 


threat? 


What is certain is that Moscow remains bitterly 


opposed to NATO as a defensive pact and will continue 
to do all it can to sabotage it. But what the Soviet lead- 
ers forget is that it is their own attitude toward other 
nations that makes those countries that value their poli- 
tical and economic independence set up defensive organ- 
izations. And what they refuse to understand is that 
if the democratic nations are to abandon their defense prep- 
arations they must have something more concrete than 
mere promises that Soviet Russia and its satellites will 


do this or that. 


In fact, the actual position in the world today is that 
a whole host of international tensions could be eased, or 
‘completely done away with, if Moscow would only take 
certain concrete actions—chief among which are the 
abandonment of the maintenance of vast armaments 
and the support for world revolution in the name of com- 


munism. 


The Bulganin letter urges that it is imperative for 
agreement to be reached on disarmament, and what is 
needed for such an agreement is “to establish trust among 


the parties taking part in the disarmament talks.” 


This 


is"true enough. But the democratic nations do not feel 
that under present circumstances they can trust the Soviet 
Government,-and the history of the last three decades sup- 
plies good reason for such a feeling. 

In a nutshell, the position is that the present inter- 
national situation arose through Soviet policy..and it is 
pretty certain it can only be ended by a drastic reversal 


“of that policy. 


Renewed Soviet proposals for an end to nuclear weap- 
on tests—enticing at first sight—need to be examined in 


“the light of the points mentioned above. 


We hate the 


idea of these explosions which we believe to be deleterious 
to the wellbeing of the world. But if the Soviet proposals 
are designed to put the democratic nations at a disadvan- 
tage in the matter of self-defense—and this we fear may 
“be the case—then we can hardly advocate their acceptance, 

Behind all the talk of disarmament and security pro- 


posals an evil factor seems 


to lurk, more easily sensed 


than put into clearcut words. It is the fear that by hook 
or by crook Moscow plans to bend the whole world to its 


own behests.

The Role of the Opposition 


The briefing of the Congyes- 
sional leaders at the White 
House on Tuesday foreshadows, 
indeed it seems to make cer- 
tain, a great party struggle on 
the issues of the country’s re- 
sponse to the Soviet challenge. 
The Democrats, however di- 
vided they may be on the prob- 
lem of segregation, will be 
very much united in their 
criticism of the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration for falling behind 
in the race of armaments. 

They will insist that the Ad- 
ministration was well informed 
and clearly warned by its own 
intelligence services that the 
Russians were forging ahead, 
that, nevertheless, the Admin- 
istration suppressed and ig- 
nored these warnings, and that 
even after the Sputniks and all 
that they signify, there has 
been no sense of urgency, no 
bold and resourceful planning 
to deal with the situation,

No doubt, there will be sub- 
stantial majorities in Congress 
for specific requests for more 
money. But there is no pros 
pect at this time that there will 
be the kind of nonpartisan 
unity in the. next Congress 
which there was, let us say, 
after Pearl Harbor. Why not? 
The country finds itself in a 
very serious situation. one 
which, if it is not righted, can 
have fearful consequences. Why, 
then, is there no good prospect 
that the Congress will close ils 
ranks, and rally to the Pres 
dent’s standard? 

The answer, I am afraid, is 
that the President has raised no 
standard to which the country 
can rally. After Pearl Harbor, 
it was clear to everyone that 
the country must unite in order 
to win the war which had so 
nearly been lost, and that this 
meant raising and equipping 
great military forces, But as 
to Sputnik, there is no such 
clarity about our objectives and 


our duty. $ 
> 


For, as the scientists have 


been telling us, we have fallen 
behind in the race of arma- 
ments because we have fallen 
behind in our technological 
capacity as it relates to the in- 
struments of power. This is a 
default that cannot be cor- 
rected quickly. Moreover, 
though it cannot be corrected 
without the expenditure of 
much more money and much 
more effort, no one inside or 
outside of the Administration is 
as yet able to define adequately 
a concrete program. 


A concrete program equal to 
the emergency in which we 
live can be worked out only 
after the real situation is known 
and realized by the country, 
and then only after there has 
been a searching public debate. 
We shall know what to do only 
as and when we have explored 
the causes of our great default 
and have discussed the many. 
remedies which are proposed. 

This is a time when our salva- 
tion is most likely to lie not in 
trying to ignore the two-party 
system, but in looking to it—its 
leaders being responsible men 
—as the only effective means 
by which the real situation can 
be brought home to the peo 
ple, and the critical issues 
thoroughly discussed. 


This is a time in our history 
when a loyal opposition is an 
indispensable organ of good 
government, 

Why, one may ask, is it a 
time when the role of the oppo 
sition is so big and so impor. 
tant? The answer is that the 
Administration cannot be 
counted upon to furnish the 
leadership which our situation 
demands. There are two rea- 
sons for this. The one is that 
the great default took place be- 
cause they ignored their own 
intelligence. Human nature 
being what it is, it is easier 
to acknowledge the real situa- 
tion under the pressure of an 
opposition than it is to confess 
it voluntarily. The second rea- 


son is that the President is in 
no condition to exert the enor- 
mous energies which the situa- 
tion calls for, and to endure the 
fearful strains of carrying out 
great programs. 


Let us remember the situa- 
tion in which we find ourselves. 
We have lost, or we are almost 
certain to lose in the near 
future, that command of the air 
on which our world position 
has rested, For many reasons, 
which seem to me good reasons, 
1 do not think this means that 
we shall be attacked and de 
vastated: But [ believe it does 
mean that until and unless we 
are able to right the balance 
of power which is now against 
us, our influence will decline, 
our alliances will become en- 
feebled, our positions abroad 
will, tend to disintegrate. 


The men among us who will 
know how to deal with this 
grim probability are those who 
know, not merely say but know 
in their bones, that there is no 
cheap and easy way out.

LONDON (Reuter)—States- 
men throughout the Middle East 
are looking to the Western 
powers for a fundamental re- 


casting of their policies, which: 


are generally regarded as out- 
dated if not bankrupt, and part- 
ly responsible for current ten- 
sions in the area, 


Leaders from countries as far 
apart politically as Israel, Jor- 
dan and Syria believe “the 
West”"—whereby the United 
States, Britain and France are 
usuajly meant—has by lack of 
comprehension helped the So- 
viet Union to become a Middle 
East power. 


That is about as far as their 
views coincide. Their ideas on 
how the West should show more 
comprehension over the all im- 
portant Arab-Israeli dispute are 
still mutually irreconcilable. 


Among Arabs, limited hopes 
have been aroused by some re- 
cent developments that the 
West may be groping its way to- 
ward more acceptable policies. 

Such developments include: 

i. The decision by the United 
States and Britain to supply 
Tunisia with arms despite 
French opposition; 

2. The reported readiness of 
the United States to ease its 
strained relations with Syria by 
sending an ambassador back to 
Damascus; ° 

3. Talks which the Crown 
Prince of the Yemen, Moham- 
med Ahmed Al Badr, has been 
having with Britain, Italy and 
France. Though the London 
talks were inconclusive and ap- 
parently a failure, they were re- 
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Friday, December 13 
Asahi Shimbun commented 
favorably on an, agreement 


reached by Government and 
Liberal-Democratic Party lead- 


ers’ on the compiling of 
a budget policy for next 
fiscal year. The agreement 


was that ¥43,600 million out of 
fiscal 1958's surplus revenue 
sources would be reserved for 
countering a possible business 
recession; an increase in expen- 
ditures would be limited within 
¥102,500 million, and taxes 


would be cut. As to the ¥43,600 - 


million, the paper said, the Gov- 
ernment should decide not to 
spend it in next fiscal year, in 
principle at least. Increase in 
the expenditure should be sevy- 
erely restricted. As to the tax 
cut, the surplus fund should be 
spent in the most effective way 
to benefit the nation. However, 
under the current political con- 
dition, stich spending would be 
impossible, the paper said. 


Mainichi Shimbun commented 
on the budget agreement reach- 
ed between the Government and 
its party leaders. According to 
the agreement, the budget will 
expand by ¥102,500 million in 
expenditure as compared with 
the current fiscal year’s budget. 
The Government is justified in 
créating a fund to counter pos- 
sible business depressions with 
surplus revenue sources. How- 
ever, it would be more reason- 
able for the Government to re- 
duce taxes when any surplus 
revenue sources are available in- 
Stead of expanding a budget 
scale, The paper disapproved 
the Government's contention 
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Press Comments— 


that a reduction in income taxes 
will cause inflation. 


Yomiuri Shimbun took up 
Soviet Premier Nikolai Bulga- 
nin’s messages to President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower and the 
leaders of Britain, France, 
Germany and India appealing 
for a nonaggression pact be- 
tween the West and East. It is 
clear that the Russian move was 
designed to hamstring — the 
NATO Council meeting sched- 
uled in Paris from next Mon- 
day. However, it is true that 
the Soviet Union in the pres- 
ent bid is appealing for peace 
and, therefore, the paper hoped 
that the United States, Britain 
and other free nations would 
not disregard the appeal. 
Otherwise, the paper said, they 
would be discredited in the 
eyes of the rest of the world. 


Hokkaido Shimbun (Sapporo) 
regretted the misappropriations 
in fiscal 1956 as reported by the 
Audit Board to the Cabinet, 
Quoting the report, the paper 
said misappropriations in the 
fiscal year totaled ¥2,500 million 
involving some 1,100 cases. The 
paper said the figure of ¥2,500 
million represented a sizable de- 
crease Compared to the previous 
year when misappropriated 
funds totaled ¥6,600 million. 
Greatly responsible for the re- 
duction is the fact that the Agri- 
culture-Forestry Ministry’s sub- 
sidies have been slashed as com- 
pared with the previous fiscal 
year. The paper also said, how- 
ever, that that ministry and the 
Defense Agency again topped 
the list of misappropriations. 


Osaka Shimbun (Osaka) was 
happy to see that a recent sur- 
vey by the Labor Ministry had 
revealed. that workers in the 
smaller enterprises were steadi- 
ly becoming organized. The 
survey revealed that as of July 
this year, the number of labor 
unions in’ the nation was 36,084 
and. their membership totaled 
6,610,000. The paper said thé in- 
crease in the number of work- 
ers in smaller enterprises who 
had organized themselves. into 
labor unions over the corre- 
sponding number in the previous 
year was particularly remark- 
able. The paper stressed that 
the workers in the smaller en- 
terprises would greatly benefit 
themselves by forming labor 
unions as they would be able to 


obtain better working and other 
conditions. 


Nishi Nikon Shimbun (Fuku- 
oka) regretted the divergence. in 
views between the Government 
and its party on fiscal 1958’s 
budget. Pinance. Minister Hisa- 
to Ichimada, advocate of a re- 
trenchment policy, has asserted 
his intention to create a fund to 
meet a possible business reces- 
sion, However, before the 
Liberal-Democratic Party's Ex- 
ecutive Board’s meeting was 
held it was made clear that Ichi- 
mada’s plan had been replaced 
by a party’s plan to reduce tax- 
es instead of creating the fund. 
Furthermore, it is clear that the 
party is planning to slash taxes 
with a general election in mind. 
The paper asked the party not 
to make use of fiscal matters

Nevertheless, a visitor to the 
Middle East will find ruling 
Statesmen, whose views on most 
topics are diametrically opposed, 
united in criticizing the West 
along arguments such as the 
following: 

1. The West has made the 
psychological mistake of under- 
estimating the emotions which, 
rather than cold logic, often 
form the motive of political de- 
cisions by Middle East countries

iticlans say, is changing and a 
middie class of professional peo- 
pie and intellectuals is begin- 
ning to emerge. 

Social change can he. seen 
from the increasing demand for 
washing machines and refriger- 
ators, from Western popular rec- 
ords which compete with Arab 
music in the cafes, from a thirst 
for Coca-Cola type drinks, 

But, Arabs say, Westerners 
should not make the mistake of 
thinking Arabs thereby thirst 
for the Western way of life. 

Too often, it is maintained, 
the Western powers treat Mid- 
dle East countries as mandated 
territories. The Russians, on 
the other hand, in their negotia- 
tions with Egypt and Syria 
make a eg of regarding them 
as equals. 

2. A frequent criticism is 
that the West, particularly the 
United States with the Eisen- 
hower Doctrine, divides the 
Middle Bast into “black” and 
“white” countries in the cold 
war against communism, where- 
as most Middle East counties 
are basically interested in their 
own problems. 

In consequence the Eisen- 
hower Doctrine, where it has 
been accepted, tends to be re- 
garded as a mechanism for re- 
ceiving greater American aid 
rather than as a weapon against 
international communism. 

Except in Turkey, where offi- 
cials think primarily of their 
military security, an alleged 
“overmilitarization” of Western

thinking comes under fire. The 
United States is criticized for 
acting, it is said, as if Soviet 
economic penetration can be 
countered by maneuvering the 
6th Fleet with a limited force 
of Marines on board, or by fiy- 
ing plane loads of arms into 
Jordan. 

3. This, it argued, is indica- 
tive of a general Western in- 
ability to match up to Soviet 
policies this year, 


Economically, Syrians com- 
plain that they were unable to 
obtain such favorable terms in 
their approaches to the West as 
the Soviet Union later gave in 
the 200 million sterling techni- 
cai aid agreement. 

But on the whole political 
front, both Israeli and Arabs 
say the Soviet Union gained 
much ground in this year’s 
East-West exchange on notes, 
when Soviet Russia offered a 
renunciation of force in solving 
Middle Edst problems, 


4. In Baghdad Pact member 
States, now Officials complain 
that the pact has no publicity 
organization which even seeks 
to justify its existence. Instead, 
they say, the United States ap- 
pears frightened of throwing 
its full weight -behind it by 
declining to join as a full mem- 
ber. 


5 In addition to these gen- 
eral complaints, each Middle 
East country has its own 
criticisms to make of the West 
on specific issues which are 
known, but none the less far 
from solution. Above all others 
looms the Arab-Israeli dispute, 
in which each side accuses the 
West of favoring the other. 

Strong anti-French feeling has 
been aroused through the Arab 
world, even at its eastern ex- 
tremity in Iraq, over Algeria. 

Britain comes in for Arab 
criticism for her allegedly 
feudalist influence over the 
Persian Gulf sheikhdoms, 

Saudi Arabia opposes Britain 
by claiming the Buraimi oasis, 
and Iran opposes_ Britain 
with her claim on Bahrein. 

Turks feel the West is letting 
down by failing to support their 
stand over the partition of 
Cyprus.

Cattle 


Japanese farmers used cattle 
for ploughing in very early 
days. It is now proved that as 
early as 1,700 years ago cattle 
was used to plough the rice 
fields. The people also ate beef 
and drank cow’s milk, 

Japan had a large number of 
cattle in those early days. It is 
recorded that many cattle horns 
were sent to China during the 
Tang period (713-906), and that 
in one year 7,800 horns were 
presented to the Tang Emperor. 

Cattle were also sacrificed for 
various kami or deities but in 
791 an Imperial order was is- 
sued to prohibit this. Since then 
cattle hide has been offered at 
festivals, It also came to be used 
as charms to drive away evil 
spirits. 

The early Japanese not only 
drank cow’s milk but also made 
“so,” a kind of cheese, which 
was largely used as medicine. 
“So” was made by boiling down 
milk to one-tenth of its quantity. 

According to Engishiki, the 
Court rules completed in 927, 
the country was divided into 46 
provinces. These provinces- were 
formed into six groups, and each 
group presented “so” to the 
Court every sixth year. The 
quantity of “so” presented to 
the Court in six years was men- 
tioned as 933 sho or about 3,545 
pints. 


“So” was used as medicine at 
the Court, and also by a iarge 
number of the people. 

In the middie ages, cattle- 
drawn carts were also used by 
court nobles while the people 
also used carts drawn by cattle 
to a very large extent. Horses 
were used for riding, but sel- 
dom to draw carts until a much 
later time. 

Beef eating declined with the 
spread of Buddhism, and “so” 
also disappeared.

Dee. 13, 1947 

LONDON—In their first major 
agreement since the Council 
convened here on Nov. 25, the 
Big Four foreign ministers 
granted Germany permission to 
raise her steel production by

U.S. Reaction Over 
‘ Sputnik 
To the Editor: 

I wonder if many of your non- 
American readers are not puz- 
zied' and perhaps even disgust- 
ed by the consternation expres- 
sed in American papers over 
Sputnik, and by the consequent 
furor and bustle of activity to 
catch up with the Russians at 
all costs, At this distance even 
many of us who are Americans 
are somewhat surprised by the 
violence of our country's reac- 
tion, but our background knowl- 
edge of America helps us to 
interpret this in a way that is 
not so upsetting as it might be 
if we had only the facts printed 
in the papers to go by. 

A Japanese reader might con- 
clude, for instance, that Ameri- 
ca’s primary concern is to have 
enough military power to beat 
any other nation on earth, and 
that if she had no intention of 
fighting she would not be so 
upset by the possibility that an- 
other country might develop 
more attacking power than she. 
The quite different truth is that 
one of the primary concerns of 
America is to be strong enough 
to defend herself against any 
possible attacking power. She 
reacts to Sputnik with the same 
urgency that we would if we 
suddenly found our fire exting- 
uishers were not working when 
there was unusual danger of 
fire in the neighborhood. Pro- 
tecting our house from fire is 
Never a chief concern in life 
except for the time of the em- 
ergency. . 

Many of us wish that Amer- 
ican officials might have been 
more generous in their praise 
of Russia's achievement, even 
though we chafe at being beat- 
en in this field. If we had not 
been so alarmed, I think we 
would have been less niggardly 
in our praise, even though it 
was achieved at prices we 
would not pay. 


If America, like Russia atthe 
end of the war, had taken the 
best equipment and technical 
experts from Germany and Ja- 
pan to add to her own, and fi- 
nanced them for this project 
without regard to what cost her 
citizens in consumer goods and 
civilians rights, it is quite pos- 
sible that she could have 
launched the first satellite. 


But I am sure there are few 
Americans who would have 
wanted to be first at that price, 
And I think they would want 
to assure every foreigner who 
looks at us with doubt in these 
days of our frenzied concern to 
catch up, that we are still con- 
cerned.most of all to make a 
world in which every individu- 
al may live without fear, and 
have a chance to’ develop into 
that fullness of material, intel- 
lectual, and spiritual statute 
which is his birthright. 


We've made many mistakes 
in these attempts, because it 
is hard for people to live in a 
country of freedom and abunda- 
ance like America to get the 
perspective of people who live 
in poverty, or under injustice, 
or with inherited ill-will be- 
tween neighbors. 


From our own experience we 
have the feeling that if a man 
just has a little money to get 
on his feet with, he can take 
care of himself; and we have 
scattered a lot of money among 
needy peoples just for that rea- 
son. We also have the naive 
idea, again based on our own 
experience, that any people, if 
allowed to vote freely, will na- 
turally choose wise leaders and 
a democratic form of govern- 
ment. This too simple ap- 
proach to other nations has 
often caused suspicion and dis- 
counting of our really honest 
efforts to lend a helping hand. 


It is hard to get a clear look 
at any country from beyond the 
seas, through such news as one 
can pick up in spare time. lI 
would like, as an American, to 
reassure many people abroad 
who may be somewhat discon- 
certed by our present seeming 
interest only in satellites that 
may possibly be used for Dallis- 
tic missiles, that while this is 
one of our interests, it certain- 
ly is not the primary one. But 
like any good householder we

are paying concerted attention 
to fixing the fire extinguisher, 
so that if a flare stould start, 
we would not lose all the really 
important things on which we 
have been spending our energy 
and treasure, not only in Amer- 
ica but in the many countries. 
of the Free World.

Japan Times published a letter 
in regard to American idioms. 
It may be all right to learn the 
idiomatic expressions of a lan- 
guage, but I would like to res 
pectfully differ with the profes- 
sor as to his choice of expres- 
sions recommended to Japanese 
students, cr-to anyone else, for 
that matter. With the excep- 
tion of four expressions, the list 
would seem to range from mild- 
ly rude to extremely rude, 

Unfortunately, | am neither a 
professor nor a university gra- 
duate, but I’m an American who 
appreciates English literature 
and the language in which it is 
written. If I were in a position 
to employ or to do business with 
someone who habitually used 
most of the expressions suggest- 
ed, | would consider him frivol- 
ous, or slightly insolent. 

This is another interpretation 
of the meanings inferred by the 
suggested expressions; 

1. How come? (Has a slight- 
ly rude connotation, Preferably, - 
“Why?” or “May | ask why?’) 

2. So what? (Rude. Much 
better to say, “What difference 
does it make?” or “] don’t quite 
agree.) 


3. Forget it! (Brusque. and 
abrupt. Better: “It’s quite all 
right” or “You're welcome,” 


etc.) 


4. Never mind! (Slightly 
rude, except to small children 
when bothersome, If in answer 


to thanks: “That’s all right” 
would be much better.) 
5. What’s cooking? (Not 


rude, but silly except to close 
friends.) 


6. Where's the fire? (Rude 
way of saying “Where are you 
going in such a hurry?) 


7. How's business? (All 
right as a less formal way of 
saying “How are things going?’’) 

8. Drop dead! (Extremely 
rude; and if meant seriously, 
morally wrong and a contemp- 
tible thing to say to anyone, in- 
spite of some teen-agers think- 
ing it’s clever.) 


9. Get lost! (Very rude if 
meant seriously; not a good 
thing to say, anyway.) 2 

10, Knock it offf (Rude 
sounding slang for “Stop it” or 
“Quit”; navy slang for dis¢On- 
tinuing something.) : 

11, You can’t take it with 
ea (All right when applic- 
able. 


12. Sure! and Yah! (Slang for 
“Yes,” “Surely,” and “All right.” 
Not too bad, but not correct.) 

13. Could be! (Silly way of 
saying “It could be” or “It’s 
possible.) 

14, Real cool! (Asinine, jaz- 
zy slang for “Excellent,” “Won- 
derful,” etc.) (To be avoided.) 

English has some irregulari- 
ties, and a great richness, be- 
cause of its derivation from the 
languages of the Angles, Saxons, 
Jutes, and Danes; and from 
French, Latin, Greek, and seve- 
ral other languages. One exam- 
pie of the others: “Khaki,” from 
the Hindi of Northern India, 
meaning dust colored; original- 
ly from a Persian word mean- 
ing “dust” or “earth,” ! 

This member of the West Ger- 
manic branch of Indo-European 
languages is a noble tongue, and 
should not be degraded by ir- 
responsible, jazzy, and some- 
times insolent slang. If more 
English speaking people would 
try to learn English correctly, 
instead of trying to keep up 
with the latest silly fad in slang, 
there would be much less mis- 
understanding, and therefore 
more friendly relationships 
between them. 

In regard to the suggested list 
of American idioms, I certainly 
agree with another Fulbright 
professor who said in a letter 
published Dec. 5: “As for the 
list itself, its usefulness is 
doubtful.”
